Hoover gave his views at a 
press conference held jointly 
with Vice President Nixon, who 
came here to get Hoover's 
views on handling the refugee

said he, too, feels the refugees 
“are a national asset and the 
communities to which they will 
go will have no regrets.” 


Big Blow at Communism. 


Hoover said he also agrees 
with Nixon that the Hungarian 
revolt struck a “tremendous 
blow” at the international Com- 
munist movement. 

Both men indicated they fa- 
vor increasing the present quota 
of 21,500 Hungarian refugees to 
this country, but they declined 
to state figures. 

Asked if the quota should be 
boosted, Hoover replied, ‘So 
long as the refugees are of a 
quality that we have seen, they 
won't do any damage.” 

Nixon said he was in no 
position now to determine what 
a new quota should be, but 
added, “I think Mr. Hoover's 
statement regarding quality is 
very significant.” 

The Vice President, 
Hoover “the greatest expert in 
the world on handling refu- 
| gees,” said he sought Hoover's 
‘advice in the preparation of a 
report to President Eisenhower 
on how many should be admit- 
ted to the United States. 

Plea to Back Agencies. 

Hoover appealed for public 
support of voluntary agencies 
concerned with the refugees, 
and voiced a special, plea in be- 


terming 


‘half of one of them, First Aid 


for Hungary, Inc., of which he 
is honorary chairman. 

He noted that “this is the 
third tide of persecuted Hun- 
garians seeking freedom in the 


United States within the last 
24 years. 

“They have suffered from 
Hitler, Stalin and Kadar. They 


have proved by their courage 
and sacrifice that they are the 
traditional sort of people who 
make Americans.” 

Nixon left after the press 
conference for a tour of Camp 
Kilmer, NJ... the reception 
center for the arriving re- 
fugees. He was to meet there 
with the President's committee 
on Hungarian relief. 

Nixon was greeted by newly 
arrived refugees at Kilmer with 
smiles, waves and applause. He 
spoke to several Hungarians in 
line for lunch. 

Arriving in New York earlier. 
Nixon said he and a group of 


aids accompanying him were 
determined to see that Camp 
Kilmer “does not become a 


cork in the bottle. We're here 
to see that no bottleneck de- 
velops.” 

Against More Refugees. 

In Washington, meantime, 
Representative Burléson (Dem.), 


Texas, said he would oppose 
any legislative proposal by 
President Eisenhower to _ in- 


crease the number of Hungar- 
ian refugees allowed to enter 
this county.

FARMERS DRAFTED 
AS COAL MINERS 


VIENNA, Dee. 27 (UP) — 
HWungary began drafting 
farmers today to mine coal in 
a desperate attempt to get pro- 


duction going and stave off a 
“national disaster,” the Buda- 
pest radio reported, It said 
some peasants already had 


started work in the mines of 
Pecs, near the Yugoslav border 
Some of the heaviest fighting 
of the Hungarian uprising oc- 
curred in the Pecs region an@ 
partisans were still fighting 
Russian troops as recently as 
tow wecks ago in the area. 
The coal shortage and the re- 
sultant lack of power as closed 
down virtually all of Hungary's 
industry. 
warned that as a result up to 
200,000 workers would lose jobs 
“permanently” in the new year. 
The warning was sounded 
while Hungarians faced up to 
the grim realities of life under 
the Soviet-imposed Janos Kadar 
regime after a three-day Christ- 
mas holiday. Hungarians were 
permitted to celebrate Christ- 
mas in the old way for the first 
time since the Communists 


seized power in 1948. 
The government's action in 
forcing farmers into the mines 


indicated it has had little suc- 
cess in its door-to-door appeal 
for “volunteers” from the idle 
factories. 

In an earlier attempt to get 
the Pecs coal mines back into 
production, the government 
switched miners from ruined 
uranium mines in the region. 
Some cf the uranium mines 
were reported flooded to a 
depth of 40 feet for lack of 
proper maintenance. 

The Budapest radio said that 


coal production would  prob- 
ably be “10,000,000 tons less 
than normal” in 1957. 


Cabinet Changes Likely. 

Observers here expected Ka- 
dar to announce shortly a 
“broadening” of the cabinet to 
include prominent non-Commu- 
nist Hungarian leaders. Such 
a move would be intended to 
win support from the people. 

The Kadar regime is in des- 
perate need of economic help. 
Ilungarian experts estimated 
the country would need at least 
$400,000,000 in outside aid. 

American officials have ex- 
pressed disfavor over provid- 
ing any World Bank funds to 
bolster the Kadar regime. 

The Moscow radio asserted 
that economic aid from Com- 
munist nations to Hungary al- 
ready has reached $35,000,000. 

“Some capitalist countries 
also promised to help Hun- 
gary,” a broadcast said. “But 
they are in no hurry to make 
good. . ... The capitalist coun- 
tries have so far sent only $1 
500,000 worth of goods to Hun- 
gary.”

— Smithsonian sci- 


rentists have concluded that the 


meteor which :dug the famous 
Arizona crater weighed at least 
12,000 tons. That would be a 
chunk about the size of an av- 
erage house. 

The Smithsonian, in a report 
today, said the scientists also 
found evidence that the great 
fragment which flew in from 
outer space between 5000 and 
50.000 years ago came from a 
direction slightly south of west. 


Previous weight estimates 
had ranged from 10,000 to 10,- 
000,000 tons. The line of ap- 
proach had been figured as 
slightly west of north. 

The weight calculation was 
based on the amount of mete- 
orite particles found in earth! 
samples from the floor of the 
crater, taking into considera- 
tion the area over which they 
were collected. The crater, 600 
feet deep, is 4100 feet in 
diameter. 

Dr. John’ S. Rinehart, assist- 


ant director of the Smithsonian 
astrophysical laboratory at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., was chief of the 
team that made the Arizona 
survey last summer,

To the Persian Gulf 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The most urgent problem which 
now faces the United States is for 
it to make up its mind whether or 
not to join the Baghdad Pact. 

If it decides to do so the chances 
of preserving the free nations of 
Western Europe will be good. But 
to try to preserve NATO in its pres- 
ent inadequate form will certainly 
lead to disaster, Unless the United 
States realizes that Western Europe's 
frontiers now lie on the Persian 
Gulf and no longer on the Elbe and 
Adriatic, then NATO will be disinte- 
grated piecemeal once the oilfields 
of the Middle East have been lost. 

The only logical alternative for 
the United States is. to write off 
Western Europe entirely (except per- 
haps Spain, Portugal and Iceland) 
and so precipitate the greatest ca- 
lamity since the fall of the Roman 
Empire; for all of Western Europe, 
including the British Isles, would 
then go behind the Iron Curtain. 

There is good reason to believe 
that the writing off of Western Eu- 
rope might have happened late in 
1950 had Gen. MacArthur's “go it 
alone” policy been then adopted in 

Manchuria by President Truman. 
If the United States does not de- 
cide to advance to the Persian Gulf 
it will yet be forced to retire to the 
Pyrenees and to Iceland.

Triumph From Defeat 


Thousands of deeply deserved tributes have 
been paid to Woodrow Wilson this year as part 
of the international observance which culmi- 
nates in the centennial anniversary of the late 
President's birth Friday. One of the most 
noteworthy of these comments is that from one 
of Wilson's successors in the White House— 
Herbert Heover. Said Mr. Hoover: 

There can be no doubt that Woodrow 
Wilson made the major contribution to 
lifting oppression from millions of people 
and setting them upon the road to hope. 
His inspiration made certain the independ- 
ence and freedoin of the Finns, the Poles, 
the Latvians, the Estonians, the Lithuan- 
ians, the Czechs, the Slovaks, the Slovenes, 
the Croatians. after hundreds of years of 
oppression. These millions of people will 
forever hold Wilson’s name in_ grateful 
memory. 

What Herbert Hoover said about Woodrow 
Wilson is no less true because the world allowed 
new oppressors to put the iron heel on some of 
these once free peoples. That only measures the 
greatness of Wilson's achievement in making 
freedom a reality after World War I and the 
weakness of the generation which followed him 
in allowing their liberty to be crushed by other 
tyrants. 

Mr. Hoover spoke from the vantage point of 
one who knows. It was he who took wartime 
President Wilson's assignment to relieve the 
suffering and distress in Belgium after the 
German invasion. The food and clothing which 
he distributed, at Woodrow Wilson's direction, 
to helpless war widows and children and aged 
will always remain a chapter of human charity 
in our history. 

. + . 


Wilson is credited with having once said: “I 
would rather be defeated in a cause that will 
some day triumph than triumph in a cause that 
will some day be defeated.” 

He triumphed in many causes as when in 1913 
he began the legislative application of his New 
Freedom to domestic politics. The social wel- 
fare reforms that he instituted opened the way 
for the great gains of the New Deal in the 
Roosevelt years. But his most fervent hope— 
that the United States would ratify the Versailles 
treaty and become a working partner in the 
League of Nations—was defeated by the partisan 
jealousies of his political opponents in the 
Senate. 

He lost even his health in a heroic but fore- 
doomed effort to take the issue to the people 
only to have his cause triumph some 25 years 
later when his idea of a world organization 
dedicated to peace was realized in the United 
Nations. For by that time statesmen of all 
lands had learned in the cruelest possible way 
that civilization cannot afford any more world 
wars, 

This is the way of the prophets. Washington 
left the presidency in a storm of abuse and 
vilification. Reviled in office, Lincoln was as- 
sassinated at the hour of victory. Wilson's 
triumph was that of the towering leader who 
sees what the little men around him cannot see 
but toward which they move irresistibly. 

- * * 

Scholar in history and political science, lib- 
eral educator at Princeton, progressive Gover- 
nor of New Jersey, unshakable defender of 
democracy in the White House, stanch moral 
teacher, eloquent champion of liberty for the 
oppressed—Woodrow Wilson was all these and 
still more. A confused, groping world can help 
itself by recalling his devotion to peace sup- 
ported by strong principles and positive action. 

And since no tribute to Woodrow Wilson will 
equal his own expression for vision and clarity, 
here is a thought from him that sums up his 
philosophy of government and life: 

“The individual is indisputably the first fact 
of liberty. There is no such thing as corporate 
liberty. Liberty belongs to the individual or it 
does not exist.” 


Tito as a Prospective Visitor 

The mere possibility that the Eisenhower 
Administration might invite Marshal Tito of 
Yugoslavia to the United States for an official 
visit is drawing vigorous protests. Senator 
Jenner of Indiana and Representative O’Konski 
of Wisconsin, both Republicans, have protested 
bitterly. Are not these protests short-sighted? 


It is true that Tito is a Communist leader and 
an iron-handed dictator. Yet he stood up to the 
late Joseph Stalin and in other ways has shown 
that he is far from a meek exponent of Com- 
munism as expounded in the Kremlin. As 
an advocate of national independence for the 
satellites, he must have worried Moscow no end. 
As the head of a government which now is on 
fairly good relations with the West he should 
be entitled to visit the United States if he so 
wishes. His reception as a visitor would by no 
means put any stamp of approval on him. 


If he and President Eisenhower exchanged 
views, it could be mutually beneficial, What 
Tito would see and hear in this country might 
be an important factor in making Yugoslavia a 
stronger friend of the West.

A Case to Be Reheard 


Every St. Louis taxpayer and every resident 
of St. Louis county who pays the city earnings 
tax ought to hope that the Missouri Supreme 
Court grants a rehearing in the “county offices” 
case. 

Without a rehearing—and, more importantly, 
without a more liberal interpretation of the 
city's “home rule” powers under the Missouri 
Constitution—St. Louis will be unable to oper- 
ate as efficiently as it ought to. The city is now 
equipped with two layers of government, a 
municipal layer and a county layer, and the 
court in effect has said it cannot combine the 
two. Obviously this means that local govern- 
ment will continue to cost more than it should. 

Those asking for the rehearing are 12 of the 
13 members of the Board of Freeholders, plus 
the city itself. St. Louis county, many of whose 
residents help pay the excessive cost of running 
the city under the two-layer system, also ought 
to intervene, and on the side of the city and the 
Freeholders. 


As it stands, the court's decision is grossly 
unfair to those who help foot the city’s bills— 
no matter on which side of Skinker boulevard 
they live. St. Louis county and any other Mis- 
souri county with a population of 85,000 can fix 
the number, kinds, manner of selection, terms 
of office and salaries of its county officers. 

But the court has held that St. Louis, which 
the Constitution clearly recognizes as both a 
city and a county, is excluded from this “home 
rule” grant on the theory that those who drafted 
the Constitution intended this kind of discrimi- 
nation. This is hard to take, especially when 
the discrimination is nowhere set out in black 
and white. 

In our opinion the Supreme Court majority in 
this case not only ought to grant the rehearing 
requested by the city and the Freeholders; it 
also ought to give extended study to the views 
of one of its colleagues, Judge Clem F. Storck- 


man. He is the only member of the court from 
this area. He sat in the 1945 Constitutional 
Convention, and he was a member of the 1949-50 
St. Louis Freeholders who first grappled with 
this issue. He also holds the view that St. Louis 
is intended to enjoy the same benefits as other 
charter cougties. 
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Nasser: New U.N. Problem 


It is difficult to separate Egyptian bluster 
from true intentions, but the latest “authori- 
tative” information from Cairo emphasizes what 
a serious problem the United Nations faces in 
dealing with the Nasser government. 

The “authoritative” sources in Cairo say 
Egypt will refuse to negotiate with Britain and 
France for a permanent Suez settlement, thus 
repudiating the commitment it made to the 
U.N. before the French-British attack. How 
seriously Egypt means this is in doubt. The in- 
formant softens the threat by saying that Egypt 
will discuss the question “only” with the United 
Nations —a _ discussion which would include 
Britain and France in one way or another. Pos- 
sibly Egypt again is talking big mainly. for 
domestic consumption. 

That, at least, is the hopeful view to take, 
justified to some extent by the fact that Egypt 
now appears ready to start clearance of the 
canal, though an official spokesman for the 
Canal Authority had declared only 24 hours 
earlier that no wheel would turn until Israel 
had evacuated every foot of Egyptian territory. 
If canal policy can be switched that fast in 
Cairo, so can policy on a permanent settlement. 

Unfortunately Nasser has demonstrated his 
unreliability as a promise keeper. And as a 
rabble-rouser he must consider that he has 
something to gain politically by delaying canal 
clearance and settlements with both Britain and 
Israel. Thus he is being pushed in one direc- 
tion while the United Nations must, for the 
sake. of its own standing and influence, take 
the other. 


U.N. success in quickly restoring canal traffic, 
assuring free international access to it and 
reaching a basic Arab-Israeli peace is indis- 
pensable if U.N. prestige is to remain high. To 
have halted the attack on Egypt is a splendid 
achievement, but unless this can be followed 
up by obtaining a peaceful settlement of the 
underlying issues, no nation in future Is likely 
to heed U.N. strictures against the use of force. 

The responsibility rests with equal weight 
upon the United States. The U.N. could not 
have been effective in the Egyptian crisis with- 
out President Eisenhower's backing. Any Amer- 
ican tendency to overlook the urgent necessity 
of prompt settlements in the Middle East will 
be interpreted as weakness, appeasement or mis- 
guided benevolence. 


Alarming reports are already coming out of 
London to the effect that neutralism and hos- 
tility to NATO are growing there as a result 
of a conviction that the United States is doing 
nothing to prevent Soviet Russia from filling 
the power vacuum which we restrained Britain 
and France from dealing with. British pride 
has been hurt and not too much: stock can be 
taken in these complaints. Yet they do strongly 
suggest how essential it is for both the United 
States and the U.N. to show that they can not 
only halt a resort to force, but mend the situa- 
tion that brought it about. 
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Strange Way to Fight Drouth 

In the midst of drouth, and with dust storms 
growing worse by the year, the Administration 
is reported planning to push again in 1957 
for the release of several million acres of Great 
Plains lands to private ownership. This is very 
much as if, in the midst of a conflagration, the 
proposal should be put forward to set fire to 
a few more blocks. 


A similar proposal in 1954 did not even get 
through congressional committee. It makes 
even less sense now than it did then, for the 
drouth has been going on two years longer and 
the need to keep the lands in grass and forests 
has correspondingly increased. The Administra- 
tion should instead be thinking of withdrawing 
more abused grazing and overcropped lands in 
the subhumid West and putting it into grass 
and trees to repair the ravaffes of drouth. 

Much of the land under discussion is sandy, 
easily eroded by wind and water, and regarded 
as suitable only for grazing. Since the Adminis- 
tration of Franklin D. Roosevelt took it over in 
the disastrous drouth of the 1930s, it is esti- 
mated to have appreciated in value up to 300 
per cent. 


Private ownership is one of the forces that 
have made our country great, But it is not the 
only one of those forces, and public action is 
among the others. It will not do to make a 
fetish of private ownership and in so doing 
destroy the benefits of public action that have 
accrued to all our people over the course of 
many years, 

The question to be answered with respect to 
these marginal lands is not whether private 
ownership is better or public ownership is bet- 
ter, but what is best for the country in the 
long run. 
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Know Your Town 

One of the many useful and important com- 
munity services performed by a local League of 
Women Voters is the preparation of a “Know 
Your Town” booklet. The most recent such pub- 
lication to come to our attention, a profession- 
ally-packaged 40-page paperback, is the product 
of the Carbondale League. It reflects the sub- 
stantial amount of werk the women have put 
into it. 


Carbondale operates under the commission 
form of government that swept the country dur- 
ing the 1920s. Under this system the Mayor and 
each Councilman head up separate departments 
in the municipality. They are both legislators 
and executives, policy-makers and day-to-day ad- 
ministrators. If they happen to be intelligent in- 
dividuals and can put in a full week's work on 
the job reasonable results can be hoped for. 

Much better results are generally experienced 
in those communities which substitute the man- 
ager-council form for the commission. The 
elected council sets policy and hires a profes- 
sional manager to rut loca}tervices. This is an 
especially happy solution to the problem of gov- 
ernment in those suburban or bedroom commu- 
nities in which the officials must spend most of 
their daytime hours working in the larger city. 

Kirkwood fits in this category. Like Carbon- 
dale it is run by a commission, and like Carbon- 
dale the community has been the subject of a 
“Know Your Own Town” study by the Kirkwood 
League. Kirkwood is St. Louis county's third 
largest city. The two larger communities, Uni- 
versity City and Webster Groves, both enjoy 
good, forward-looking and efficient local govern- 
ment under the council-manager plan. The 
time may be ripe for someone in Kirkwood to do 
soinething about the outmoded form under which 
that community labors. Would the Kirkwood 
League, now that it has discovered what makes 
Kirkwood tick, take the lead?

In streams of blood and unspeakable 
agony something new has been born in 
Hungary, and is so new that it does not 
even have a name. 

Like hundreds of other Westerners, 
mostly diplomats and journalists, I was 
caught in the midst of the fighting in 
Budapest and witnessed the few days 
of freedom, until it was submerged but 
not killed by a tempest of steel and fire. 


Communism seems to be terrified by 
what it has been breeding and it is un- 
able to kill it. The whole Eastern bloc 
is shaken by it and for the West it ap- 
pears to be too new to be understood. 
But everything indicates that what has 
happened now in Hungary will tater on 
be called a turning point in history. 

I do not think that ever before has 
an uprising been more “pure” in spite 
of its horrors and in a way more ab- 
solute. It was not prepared and was as 
great a surprise for the Hungarian 
freedom-fighters themselves as for the 
rest of the world. No material or po- 
litical interests had had time to in- 
filtrate, in order to push the uprising 


in this direction or the other. It just 
erupted like a volcano. 
For Communism the most ghastly 


meaning of the revolt is that precisely 
those who were upposed to be the 
new humanity, trained and formed to 
build up the radiant Communist world 
of tomorrow, the youth and the workers 
of the brain and of the hand, took the 
initiative and fought with a super- 
human spirit although without hope. 


Imperishable Beauty of Smiles 


I will never forget all those faces of 
high school boys and girls, with the 
heat of the battle reflected in them, 
and their smiles which were not of this 
world any more. It was simply im- 
perishable beauty. They taught their 
elders how to die. 


At the same time, it was not all 
senseless sacrifice, and the youngsters 
had a surprising sense for realities. 
Their great overwhelming desire, right 
from the first day, was for bazookas. I 
remember then: swarming around me 
in a backyard, where we were protected 
frem the gunfire, pushing and asking 
for bazookas. I remember, all these 
burning eyes, imploring the Westerner 
who unexpectedly turned up to give 
them bazookas as if they had been chil- 
dren asking for sweets. 


Most of these youths have no recol- 
lection of the capitalist world and 
therefore cannot look back to it. For 
them the only reality is the Commu- 
nist world, which they reject with pas- 
sion. They reject all of it—the study of 
Russian, the texibooks of Marxism- 
Leninism, the Marxist “revaluation” of 
history, of geography, of economics, of 
everything. For years they had given 
passive resistance to all this and now, 
finally, they had a chance to hit back. 
They were sick of the lies more than of 
anything else. 


‘Prisoners of Own Terminology’ 


And when the Russians turned up, 
looking for “Fascists” and “white ter- 
rorists,” obviously expecting an Amer- 
ican attack froin Austrian territory at 
any moment, these Hungarian young- 
sters could not even hate the Russians 
any more, but could only pity them. 

There was something ghostlike about 
these Russians, prisoners of their own 
terminology. Don't they have an un- 
easy feeling of what they are heading 
for? 

A strange thing happened when the 
Russians had struck for the second time 
and curbed the uprising. They dis- 
covered that infantry plus armor was 
not enough, if there were not enough 
inhabitants ready to act as quislings. 

The Communists had seen the sign 
on the wall and those of their leaders 
who were not killed either did not dare 
to take any responsibility or were most 
reluctant to do so. The Russians meas- 
ured the basic impotence of sheer might. 
The desperate Communist attempt to 


stop the landslide halfway seems 
doomed to failure all over the satellite 
countries. 

The Czarist regime at the time was 
accused of blindness, for it had lost con- 
tact with the Russian masses. Now the 
Communist regimes themselves show 
the same blindness, the same lost con- 
tact with the people. 


When the uprising had reached its 
peak and the Russians at first did not 
seem to react, many Hungarian refu- 
gees, having lived in Western Europe 
ever since the war, returned to Hun- 
gary. It was easy for them for the. 
border was practically open several 


days. Many of these returnees had be- 
longed to the old ruling class of land- 
owners or had been owners of big in- 
dustrial enterprises. But in the middle 
of the general chaos only two things 
seemed to be firm for those who made 


the uprising: no Communism and no 
return to things as they were before. 

The farmers, killing off théir Commu- 
nist bosses as if’ they were animals, 
starting to break up the collective 
farms with a sort of silent fury, showed 
themselves at the same time hostile and 
even menacing to the returning big 
landowners or to their representatives. 
The farmers, too, proved to be the hard 
core in the passive resistance after the 
second [ussian onslaught. 


One night in Budapest just before the 
Russians struck for the second time, 
somebody knocked at the door of my 
hotel room. It was an engineer from 
Eastern Germany. It was a night full 
of evil forebodings, for the heavy Rus- 
sian tanks were moving without inter- 
ruption around the center of town. 


Same Spirit in All Satellites 


The German engineer settled down 
and opened his heart. He was not a 
Communist. In a low, even voice he 
told me about the plight of Eastern 
Germany and that the general feeling 
there was that “things simply cannot 
go on as they are now.” 

When he spoke about the young Hun- 
garian fighters for freedom his eyes 
filled with tears. 

“They and only they keep me from 
despaiting,” he said. “Did you see what 
dignity and pride and courage they 
have? What an example they are for us 
reasonable cowards! It is not only in 
Hungary that the youth is like this. It 
is the same in all the other satellite 
countries 


“Very many. of us, their elders, have 
been crushed. Many of us could not 
stand it, but yielded—for the sake of 
our families, for the sake of bread and 
shelter. Our bones and our muscles 
were not strong enough, for we were 
brought up under other circumstances. 
But their bones and their muscles are 
strong enough. I can see it in my own 
children. And this fills me with joy and 
fear, a joy and fear you probably can- 
not even imagine... .” 

He stopped for a while and we 
listened again to the sinister noises of 
all that steel, which sometimes made 
the walls tremble.

Between Book Ends 


A Medal of Honor Winner 
[ WAS CHAPLAIN ON THE ‘FRANK. 


LIN, by Father Joseph T. O'Callahan, 

S.J. (Maemillan, 153 pgs., $2.75.) 

Early one morning near the end of 
World War II an aircraft carrier of the 
United States Navy was caught by sur- 
prise by a Japanese plane off Japan. 
The plane dropped two bombs on the 
carrier, the U.S.S. Franklin. In the 
hours of explosions and fires that fol- 
lowed 432 men were killed and more 
than 1000 were wounded. The sur- 
vivors managed to save the ship. Later 
396 of them were honored for bravery 
including two men who were awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 

This is the story of one Medal of 
Honor winner, Lt. Cmdr, Joseph T. 
O'Callahan, S.J., the only chaplain in 
Navy history to win this country’s 
highest award for heroism. When the 
enemy plane flew out of the sunrise 
there were 100 planes aboard the 
Franklin loaded with gasoline and 
armed with bombs and rockets. Other 
bombs, rockets and shells were stored 
throughout the ship. Father O’Cal- 
lanhan’s story reaches its climax when 
the Franklin begins to erupt. 

This reviewer saw the Franklin in 
Pearl Harbor after much of the wreck- 
age had been cleared away. He 
didn’t know what had happened then 
but he remembered being struck by the 
holes in the flight deck and the awe- 
some damage on the hangar deck. Chap- 
lain O'Callahan helped lead a group 
of men past the exploding bombs and 
rockets on the hangar deck up to the 
comparative safety of the forward flight 
deck. He and the Protestant chaplain 
prayed with dying and wounded boys 
of all faiths. He rounded up men to 
man fire hoses and later fire up the 
boilers. He stood by and participated 
in the danger while a loose bomb on 
the flight deck was disarmed “not for 
the sake of participation but as a méans 
of telling the lads I wanted to be with 
them whenever they were in danger.” 
He directed the jettisoning of hot five- 
inch shells and the flooding of a mag- 
azine. 

Father O'Callahan says that what he 
did was done from faith. “I was con- 
scious of my office as a priest and con- 
scious of the tremendous graces that 
continually sustained me in fulfilling 
that office. Whatever I did was given 
me to do. It was done from faith, which 
is a gift.” 

This is as much the story of his ship 
mates’ acts of heroism and moments of 
humor as Father O’Callahan’s. He tells 
of the exploits of his fellow Medal of 
Honor winner and others. The pas- 
sages where he visits the pilots about 
to take off on a strike show a good 
chaplain at his best. Father O'Callahan 
strove for what he calls “a sandwich 
effect” in his parting words to them: “a 
light touch, good solid religious meat 
and then another light touch.” 

Father O'Callahan in a moving de- 
scription of his last mass before the 
attack tells his men that it doesn’t seem 
quite logical to pray that they may 
come out of combat alive. Rather their 
prayer should be to do the best job 
possible for God and country, he says. 

This is an account of how Chaplain 
O'Callahan was enabled to fulfill his 
duty. W. J. TUCKER.

TS FUNNY how things 

work out sometimes. Almost 

30 years ago this winter the 
Cubs drafted a_ third-base 
prospect from Portland by 
the name of J.T. Prothro.

But Prothro, who lived in 
Memphis, never got to the 
Cubs. Even while the Chicago 
team was negotiating for his 
services, he had been offered 
the managerial job of the 
Memphis Chicks and when 
the late Bill Veeck Sr. of the 
Cubs heard this, he effected 
Prothro’'s release. 

“We do not want to stand 
in the way of a fellow who 
has a chance to manage,” said 
Bill at the time. “Prothro 
lives in Memphis. . . . and it 
must be a wonderf! feeling 
to go back home and manage. 
We wish him every success.” 

J.T. was on the sunny side 
of 30 then and. actually, had 
been up with Washington in 
his early 20s but quit baseball 
for a few vears to study den- 
tistrv. Now he was back in 
the game in a top spot. 

After almost 10 years in 
the Southern Association, 
Prothro hit the big time, suc- 
ceeding Jim Wilson as man- 
ager of the Phils. By that 
time he was casting sheep's 
eves at his own 200-pound 
son. Tommy. as a_ possible 
pitcher. But Tommy, enrolled 
at Duke University under 
football coach Wallace Wade, 
was of a mind to play that 
game. 

“Football develops a boy 
too much through the shoul- 
ders and chest, makes him too 
tight and muscle-bound for a 
baseball player.” said Doc. 
“a baseball player should 
have long, loose muscles.” 


Three Years or 10? 


HEN he pointed out to his 
T son that it was a question 

of choosing between three 
years of football and maybe 
10 years of baseball. 

“I thought I had him pretty 
well convinced,” said Prothro 
later. “He decided against 
football and didn’t even re- 
port to school until after 
practice had started. 

“Then one night he called 
me long-distance and said: 
‘Dad, I've talked to Wade and 
I think I'll play his game.’ 

“Well, I told him his life 
was his own to live and so he 
went ahead.” Whereupon the 
good doctor promptly became 
a synthetic alumnus of Duke 
and couldn't hide his pride in 
Tommy's achievements, in- 
cluding the young man’s quar- 
terbacking performance in the 
1942 Rose Bowl game against 
Oregon State. 

“Three years of football 
against 10 years of baseball.” 
That's what “Doc” had told 
Tommy, But this hasn't been 
the story. Tom went on from 


_ college to become a coach and 


he graduated from chief aid 
to Red Sanders at U.C.L.A. to 
the head job at Oregon State. 
... And next Tuesday :it will 
be his Beavers who play lowa 
in. the Rose Bowl game at 
Pasadena. 

“Doc,” of course, has long 
since passed from the baseball 
picture himself. He lasted 
about three years with the 
Phils and then went back to 
Memphis to manage some 
more. 

Now he can devote full time 
to rooting for Tommy as col- 
lege football approaches its 
annual post-season climax on 
a half-dozen fronts. 

Oregon State has speedy 
backs and a strong defense 
from tackle to tackle, pat- 
terned after the same re- 
doubtable wall that Sanders 
and Prothro used to throw up 
at U.C.L.A.

—A proposed nine-wing cut- 
back in the 137-wing goal of 
the Air Force may mean that 
the Strategic Air Command will 
lose all its six wings of jet 
fighters. 

The recommendation for re- 
duction in the wing numerical 
strength of the Air Force was 
reported yesterday to be con- 
tained in the new military 
budget which has gone to the 
Budget Bureau and White 
House for approval. 

The present strength of the 
Air Force—in bomber, fighter 
and transport wings—is 131. 
The 137 goal was supposed to 
be attained by next summer. 

However, under the new 
budget proposal, three wings of 
heavy transports, now in the 
Tactical Air Command, and six 
fighter wings of the Strategic 
Air Command, would be taken 
out of the Air Force structure. 

No Reduction in Aircraft. 

Although the military budget 
is reported to propose the nine- 
wing cut in Air Force organiza- 
tion, there presumably will be 
little or no actual reduction in 
the number of aircraft and men 
available for use. 

They would be turmed over 
either to TAC or the Air De- 
fense Command or, in the case

joint Air Force-Navy operated 
Military Air Transport Service.

British Criticize Their Royal Family 


Palace Circle Is Too Stuffy, Press Complains, and 'New Elizabethan Age' Is Slow A-Dawning 


If there is one thing many 

a Briton likes better than the 
royal family, it is criticizing 
the royal family—from Queen

HE British are playing a 

T new royal parlor game. The 
target—a choice sitting one 
—is the royal family from 
Queen Elizabeth II on down 
and the company they keep. 

The game is so easy and 
simple to play becauSe the 
bloodless revolution that swept 
postwar England never pene- 
trated the precincts of Bucking- 
ham Palace. Furthermore, there 
is a good deal of understand- 
able disappointment among the 
hard-pressed British that the 
much-heralded “New Elizabeth- 
an Age” is slow in dawning. 

Secretly the average Briton 
longs for the adventure and 
glory of the bygone days of 
“Merrie Englande” and Eliza- 
beth II’s accession a few short 
years ago roused great expecta- 
tions in the hearts of her peo- 
ple. Precisely what they ex- 
pected their young Queen to do 
no one seems to know but Brit- 
ain’s failing power and sinking 
prestige in the world today has 
shocked and annoyed many 
Britons. 

This atmosphere is ideal for 
whipping up criticisms of 
“Buckingham Palace” and the 
sort of leadership or rather lack 
of leadership and example com- 
ing from the royal family. 

The new parlor game is being 
relentlessly pursued by mass 
circulation of newspapers like 
London's Daily Mirror. Series 
of articles are splashed over its 
pages charging that the royal 
family is being suffocated by 


the stuffiness of its chosen 
“circle.” 
“The Queen, the Duke of 


Edinburgh and Princess Mar- 
garet,” the Mirror scolded re- 
cently, “are at the center of a 
royal circle that is out @f date 
and out of touch. A circle that 
is barred to many brilliant men 
and women because they speak 
with the wrong accents or went 
to the wrong schools or were 
born at the wrong addresses.” 

According to the tabloid read 
by 12,000,000 Britons, the royal 
family “are victims of their up- 
bringing. Eyebrows would be 
raised if they broke away from 
the rigmarole of lineage and 
descent that decides who is fit 
to speak with a Queen.... 


“Let the royal family ignore 
the genteel coughs and lor- 
gnette-waving and bring some 
new blood into the royal circle.

Pictures appear of Denmark's 
King Frederick conducting an 
orchestra and Holland’s Queen 
Juliana bathing at the seaside. 

Comparisons with Britain's 
royal family are seldom made 
directly but the inference that 
Queen Elizabeth II and her 
family are too “hoity toity” lies 
clearly between the lines. 

Queen Elizabeth and her 
family oficially and regally ig- 
nore any and all criticism of 
themselves and the court but 
there 1s evidence that many of 
the slings and arrows of “out- 
rageous” comment wound royal 
feelings.

This type of construction i 
perfectly solid and it look 
good and it works fine in warn 
parts of the country but an un 


insulated wall of this kind is 
almost sure to sweat during 
cold weather if the inside o! 


house is heated. 


If you have a home with thi: 
sort of construction there fr 
only one way to keep the inside 
walls from sweating and it’s not 
easy. First of all you have t 
install two by two furring 
strips over the walls spaced 16 
inches apart. Then over this 
goes a new interior wall—plas 
ter board, plywood or lath fol- 
lowed by plaster. 

The air space credted by th: 
furring strips prevents the new 
interior wall surface becoming 
chilled by the cold. masonfy 
block. If the inside wall isn't 
cold then there won't be any 
condensation on it and there- 
fore it won't become damp or 
sweat. 


This fs the only effective 
remedy for this problem that 
we know about. Painting the 
interior surface of the masonry 
block with waterproof paint 
won't work because the wall 
isn't leaking in most cases — 
it's just cold.
